They 
also summon all their congregations 
to war relief and Red Cross ac- 
tivities. They have a special com- 
mittee on appointment of chaplains, 
so that there may be a full repre- 
sentation of Lutheran chaplains in 
the army, and that these men may 
be thoroughly qualified and bear the 
authorization of the denomination. 

The Lutheran churches are coun- 
Selled to provide special services 
in recognition of soldiers who leave 
their congregation. Each should be 
presented with a pocket New Testa- 
ment, and with a letter of com- 
mendation from the home pastor to 
the chaplain. Provision should be 
made for an abundant supply of 
reading matter to the individual sol- 
dier, while churches and pastors in 
the vicinity of army camp are ex- 
pected to do special work for the 
enlisted men. Incidentally, a vigor- 
ous campaign is to be made to reach 
the “unchurched Lutherans” who 
have moved to cities but have not 
united with the adjacent church. 

LAYMEN LEAD IN UNION. 

The proposals for the pending re- 
union of Latheranism came most 
definitely from a little conference of 

en, in which E. Clarence Miller 


was the moving spirit. <A definite 


plan for amalgamation of the three 
denominations was formulated, and 
all the difficulties in the way can- 
vassed. Other denominations have 
had sufficient experience in this mat- 
ter which is available for such a 
committee as that of Mr. Miller's.

Then on the eighteenth of April this 
roposal was presented to the joint 
committee of the three Lytheran 
bodies: ‘ 

“The unanimous opinion was that 
there were no good and sufficient

South, should not unite and form 
one general organization. These 
bodies have been working together 
on important matters and have the 
same confessional basis. In addition 
there are many practical reasons 
why it would be comparatively easy 
for these bodies to merge and con- 
duct their various activities as one 


“As soon as these three bodies 
have agreed upon a basis of unifica- 
tion and have acted upon it, an in- 
vitation is to be extended to other 
branches of the Lutheran church to 
unite with the organization.” 

Mr. Gold points out that this all 
befell on the three hundred and six- 
ty-ninth anniversary of Lather's 
stand at the Diet of Worms. 

Then things began to happen with 
bewildering rapidity. The proposal 
had called upon the varidus boards 
to meet and formulate ways of union. 
Here is often the nub of church- 
upion projects, because it involves 
the abolition of offices and the loss 
of positions by various influential 
men. The Lutherans, however, have 
already had meetings of their boards 
—home missions, church extension, 
foreign missions, the board of pub- 
lication and the inner mission boards, 
which are the social service arm of 
the denomination. Every one of 
these reported that there is no in- 
superable obstacle in the way of un- 
ion, and that the work go 
right forward. 

Under this full head of sail the 
project has advanced to the drafting 
of a constitution, and the commit- 
tee met two or three days ago to 
formulate a constitution for the 
united church, which shall be re- 
ported to the annual meetings of the 
denomination. | 

Inevitably, other Latheran bodies

The machine now branding 
oranges successfully, although the 
use of it is still entirely experiment- 
al. It appears to give complete gat- 
isfaction — or would if German 
branding ink could be secured. The

An electric iron is. used to brand 
the orange. There is a big wheel 
filed with spokes. At the end of 
each spoke is a branding iron, or die, 


reaches a certain temperature, and 
then a thermostat arrangement shuts 
off the heat and reduces the temper- 
ature, so it is impossible to burn the 
skin of the fruit, and at the same 
time the fron will. not .bécome too 
cool to perform its function. — 
Each spoke in the wheel slides 
in a chamber which is regulated by 
a light spring. As the wheel turns 
by dynamo power and the foot of 
the spoke presses the die down upon 
the cheek of an orange the length 
of the spoke diminishes to .adjust 
the pressure of the die to the. size 
}of the orangé. The spoke slides back 
into its chamber and in that way 
the machine automatically avoids 
putting on enough pressure to cut 
the skin of the fruit with the die. 
The brand is obained in 


the machine as the wheel revolves, 


and then pressing it against the or- 
ange, The, heat of the die melts the 
wax in the skin of the orange, 
causes it to ‘flow into the little fur- 
rows made by the lines tn the die, 
and then deposits the gummy indel-« 
ible ink from the face of the die 
upon the wax in the imprint. In that 
manner the black or blue brand is 
imbedded in the check of the or- 
ange, and nobody can remove it. 
There are eighteen spokes in 
machine wheel, giving the 
at 
nds a revolution. The w 
travels at the rate of twenty roraiis 
tions per minute, and brands 360 
oranges In that time. At the rate of 
two boxes of oranges per minute 
the, machine can turn out a carioad 
of oranges every four 
hours, or about two carloads a day, 
counting stops. At that rate each 
packing-house in the exchange would 
need from three to four machines in 
order to brand its full packing ca- 


pacity.

Direct proof that such is the case 
is believed to be found tn the char- 
acter of the trading now done at the 
city’s shops.

Department- 
store managers report there is an al- 
most unprecedented demand for the 
better grades of materials, while the 
call for tawdry and cheap creations 
is almost extinct.

A peculiar manifestation of the 
movement is that last month more 
money was spent for good jewelry 
in Los Angeles than during any May 
in the city’s history. 

Evidences of careful buying also 
appear at all places where foodstuffs 
are sold for home consumption. At 
the meat markets the expensive cuts 
are less in demand. At the groceries 
there is a tendency to hunt real values 
rather than fancy containers or novel 
forms of packing. But the quality of 
the food sold keeps steadily at the 
high American standard. 

FLOATERS VANISH. 

The quiet precincts of the public 
library have been revolutionized in 
recent months. The demand for 
service has increased hugely and 
with the coming of hustle and bustle, 
the time-honored floater, drowsing 
over his reading, has almost com- 
pletely vanished. The ‘results are 
directly traceable to the influence of 
war. In the main library there is 
a surprising absence of papers and 
doeuments relating to the struggle;

MARINE CORPS. 


Special Effort. in Recruiting 
be Made, 


In Accordance with Wishes of 
the President. 


“Soldiers of the Sea” Service 
Very Inviting. 


This is the week of the “soldiers 
of the seas.” President Wilson has 
so designated the term of days in 
order that the United States Marine 
Corps may become more widely 
known and generally understood. In 
all parts. of the nation epecial ef-, 
forts at recruiting for this branch 
of service are being made, 

Capt. H. T. Swain, in charge of 
the Southern California recruiting 


station, with headquarters here, 
wishes to enroll at least $00 men. 
His scouring parties are canvassing 
neighboring communities for the 
best man material obtainable. For, 
if you don’t know it, the Marine 
ang calls for the pick of the na- 


ion. 

It is this nch of service that 
mas carried the Stars and Stripes 
around the world with honor. Well 
might it be called our legion of for- 
eign fighters. From the frigid fasts 
of Arctic Alaska, to’the equatorial 
heats of the Philippines; from pirati- 
Cal Algiers to down-trodden China, 
the marines have fought with hon- 
or and glo First to land and last 
to leave, this brave body of men 
has added luster to the stars in the 


SEA AND ON LAND. 


Marines serve both on sea and 
on land. They wear a uniform and 
carry an equipment very much like 
that of an infantryman. Their pre- 
liminary training in the navy 
yards and on the, naval training 
ships. There they are instructed in 
tules pertaining to navy discipline. 
Algo they study the handling of 
boats, the fitting of gun gear, the 
Slinging and transporting of ord- 
nance, the handling of big suns 
aboafia ship, dismounting, landing 
and placing of some of these guns 
on land and similar naval duties. 

With a thorough working know!l- 
edge of naval matters, they are 
turned. over to army instructors and 
there study infantry drill, the han- 
dling of machine guns and field ar- 
tillery, operation of the wireless 
telegraph, the heliograph and other 
signaling devices. Planting of land 
and submarine mines, the erection 
and demolition of bridges, mainte- 
nance of and telegraph 
lines, all are e in the 
complex studies of cas naval sol- 


es, the marines have some- 
thing to _ all the time. Sailors 
call them “leathernecks,” partly be- 
cause of the leather straps they wear 
and partly as a nickname to get 
even with the marines, who, while 
aboard a battleship, act in ths ca- 
pacity of policemen. Soldiers are 
envious of their exploits. On many 
occasions the fighting has been done 
and the battle won by the marines 
long before the infantry or artillery 
arrives on the scene: 

The pay of marines ranges from 
$15 to $69 per month, with many 
additions to thése salaries for spe- 
Cial duties. In some instances, the 
pay is 50 per cent. The 
man who likes his work and wants 
to stay in the service for seven en- 
listments, totaling about thirty years, 
can, without difficulty, save $10,000. 
This means the man who starts on 
Sala month and never advances in 


PROMOTIONS EARNED. 


Promotions through all the grades 
of nonco oned officers, warrant 
officers and commissioned officers 
are possible, one man today having 
arrived at a lieutenant-colonelship 
by strict attention to duty. Aside 
from promotions and strict military 
duties, the soldier is taught many 
things valuable in later life and oth- 
er pursuits. 

Only men in fine p 
from 5 feet 4 inches in 
feet 1 inch, are at present admitted 
to the service. The age limit ranges 
from 16 to 35, although only those 
youths who have permission of their 
parents or guardians are admitted 
up to 18. 

The motto of the corps, ever since 
the days of its first establishment in 
November, 1775, has been “Semper 
Fidelis,” or “always faithful.” ‘To 
this standard the service has always 
remained true. No tasks have been 
sO great, no rewards of possible 
treacherous gain so immense, that 
the marines have ever proven trai- 
torous to their native land. 

The general public never has been 
well informed on the duties and the 
remarkable exploits of the sea sol- 
dier. Many get their idea of the 
service from the wit who wrote the 
verse: “I'm Capt. Jinks of the 
horse marines, I feed my horse on 
corn and beans.”

* The newspapers joke a lot about press 
agents, but the really good one has a hard 
task in front of him. On a newspaper the 
editor, city editor and his assistants plan the 
stories. They tell them to the reporters and 
the reporters get them. Sometimes the re- 
porter only has to get the materia] and the 
re-write man does the actual writing. Al! 
this only has to be done for the one paper 
on which these people are working. 

The press agent, on the contrary, not 
only has to think up his own stories, but 
also has to get the pictures for them and do 
his own writing. Then he has to convince 
the editor that they are good, get around 
the barrier of the advertising department 
and the natural jealousy of the dramatic edi- 
tor before he can get them printed. . 

And this, not for just one paper, but for 
all the. papers in the town, and they all have 
to be different and exclusive. So it’s really 
hard work, though if you like it and like to 
travel it’s interesting.

Because they are the 
straws in the wind, the harbingers of coming 
events, the so-called “fine arts” should be 
regarded as logical and natural precursors of 
ethical! evolution. 
_ While in architecture and sculpture there 
may easily be traced the history of social 
and political changes of a country, these arts 
‘—by their very nature—are slow to vary, 
gore enduring. Painting is by far the most 
wobile of the trinity of human esthetic ex- 
pressions. Because of its adaptability of 
@rm, but especially of color, the painter's 
_ art affords a more ready, a quicker means of 
recording events. Since we must subscribe 
to the universal tenet that art is the reflec- 
tion of the alms, sentiments and desires of 
@ people through various periods of develop- 
mient, we may well ask ourselves, what of 
the art of tomorrow? s 
- With the exception of Florencé—the mag- 
gificent—the only commonwealth that was 
ever possessed of enough abounding vitality 
to carry on war without, revolution within, 
and rise supreme fn the three fine arts all at 
one time, other world centers have generally 
ebandoned the esthetic pursuits in their 
days of travail and sorrow.

Washington has gathered interestiig date 


with reference to the speed of birds in flight, - 
Tt is sald that falcons are the most rapid — 


flyers, some varieties proceeding at a rate 
of 200 feet a second. 


Waterfowl, too, have great powers ‘eZ 


flight. The canvasback duck covers from 
130 to 160 feet a second. The blue-winged 
teal and the green-winged teal, the blue-bill 
and the redheads are only a little slower, 
Mallards, pintails, wood-ducks, black ducks, 
and others can easily fly faster than a mile 
a minute. Even such large birds as cranes, 
swans, pelicans and geese can fly at a speed 


“of more than 100 feet a second. 


The speed of waterfowl! has often been 
measured with great accuracy. TWo men 
take positions on a duck pass a measured 
distance apart. The first man carries a stop- 
watch and a gun, and the second a gun only. 
As the fow] pass the first blind the timer 
shoots in order to frighten the birds into full 
speed, and starts his watch. As the ducks 
pass the second blind the man there fires a 
shot, and the timer stops his watch. The 
usual length of the course is a quarter of a 
mile, although a mile “track” ig sometimes 
used, 


Birds with short, square wings, like the 
king bird;-quail and ruffled grouse, are sprin- 
ters; those with a wide stretch of wing are 
“distance runners.” Birds of the first class 
attain their bursts of speed through their 
very rapid wing stroke; birds of the second 

class have sustained powers of fight, but 
get under way more slowly. 


_ All the gallinaceous fowl are sprinters. 
They take wing like a bullet; their wings 


make a loud, whirring sound. The quail or 
ruffled grouse can gain full momentum with- 
in sixty feet of rising; the wings beat from 
to seven times a second. The quail 


second away from the gun; his wings flash 
like a rapidly revolving wheel. The wings 
of the’ ruffied grouse roar until the sound 


can be heard 200 yards away. 


Heavy fowl, like swans and Canada geese, 
have long wings and deliberate stroke; they 
must invariably rise against the wind. As 
the goose rises from the water he seems to 
be both paddling and flapping, and he keeps 
that up for twenty or thirty yards before he 
fairly launches into the air; the swan needs 
“get his wings under him.” 
Flamingos, cranes and herons rise against 
the wind also, but their long legs enable 
chou. te: epring ton feet inte the sir ot one 
bound. 

wing strokes a second when first taking to 
flight, but when under full momentum the 
strokes become more rapid. The principle 
is the same as that which applies to an 
oarsman in starting his boat; the quicker 
the craft is moving, the less resistance there 
is to the oar and the faster is the stroke.” 
A swan cannot reach maximum speed in less 
than 150 yards after springing from the 
water; a goose requires nearly 100 yards, 
and a duck about fifty yards. 

The jacksnipe has a very peculiar flight. 
When he first springs, if he endeavors to 
travel across the wind, it gets under his 
long, curved wings, unbalances him, and 
forces him to tack about in order to regain 
his balance. When the jacksnipe goes 
straight upwind, or flies at full speed, the 
zigzag movement is not noticeable. 
wings of a jacksnipe are very long and 
strong compared with the weight of his 
body, and he simply lacks “ballast.”

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LYMOUTH ROCKS, Wyandottes, 
ares P Rhode Island Reds and Orpingtons 
are all good varieties for the average 
person who does not intend to go into the 
poultry business on a commercial scale. 
These breeds are good layers and they also 
make good table poultry. Furthermore, 
they will hatch their own eggs and brood 
their own chickens, whereas, the Leghorns 
_and other breeds of the egg-laying class do 
mot sit. 

The prime essentials for a small poultry 
house are fresh air, dryness, sunlight, and 
space enough to keep the birds comfortable.. 

| For the general-purpose breeds about four 
| square-feet of floor space should be allowed 
for each bird. The fowls should also have 
as much outside space as possible to run 
in. If this area is too small the ground 
quickly becomes foul and in time makes it 
difficult to rear chickens with success. in 
order to avoid foulness it is advisable to 
keep the soil spaded up and in a friable con- 
dition whitch will cause the birds to work 
for their grain feed, when raked into it. To 
secure a satisfactory number of eggs the 
_ fowls. can be fgd both a dry mash and a 
_ gseratch ration. The dry mash may consist 
“of equal parts of corn meal, bran, mid- 
dlings and beef scrap. This should be kept 
beford the birds in a hopper all the time. 
A good scratch ration is made up of equal 
5° parts of corn, wheat and oats. It is desir- 
able that the birds should eat about as 
much of this as of the mash. This means 
» feeding about one quart of mixed grain 
daily to twelve Plymouth Rock hens or to 
H fourteen Leghorns, and an equa] weight of 
be. mash. Usually waste table products will 
also be available, and these may be made up 
into a moist mash in place of the dry mash. 
In this case the table scrap, if it contains 
much meat, is substituted for the beef scrap. 
If it does not contain any considerable por- 
tion, meat should merely be added to the 
dry mash already described. 


> 
Preserve the Droppings. 


In these days of intensive gardening 
poultry manure assumes a larger commer- 
cial value, hence every bit of it should be 
conserved for fertilizing orchard and gar- 
den crops. Unlike animals, fowls void the 

wrinary secretions with the solids, which 
renders the manure rich in nitrogen and 
potash, which gives it its chief value as a 
garden fertilizer. “The average fowl,” says 
Prof. Dryden, “produces at night about 
thirty pounds of manure in a year. This 
varies somewhat as the method of feeding 
‘varies. Fowls fed a soft mash in the eve- 
ning produce more manure at night than 
fowls that have whole grain as the . last 
feed of the day. The night droppings, on 
the average, based on the value of commer- 
cial fertilizers, should be worth 15 to 20 
cents per fowl; or at the rate of $30 for 
100 hens during the year, counting both 
night and day droppings.” 

A large part of the value of the manure, 
however, will be lost unless some care is 
taken to preserve it. Much of the loss can 
be prevented if the droppings be mixed 

with dry loam. If stored in a shed or in 
“‘Parrels there should be alternate layers of

Poisons and Chickens. 


Mrs. M. M. of Yuma, Ariz., sends to The 
Times Illustrated Weekly the following un- 
usual inquiry: 

“I am taking the liberty of writing you 
to settle an argument Mr. A. says you 
cannot poison a chicken, that is, no potson 
will kill a chicken. Mr. B. says you can, 
so without trying it out on the chickens, 
can you tell us which is right and what 
poison, if any, will kill them?” 

The writer never tried poison on his 
hens, so cannot speak from personal ob- 
servation. However, fowl can be poisoned 
quite as readily as other birds. Poisons 
coming under observation of poultrymen 
are usually at ted to fowls eating un- 
slaked lime when used for disinfecting the 
premises; phosphorus may be eaten from 
rat poison or even from a dropped box of 
matches; or arsenic may be picked up from 
poison laid about. The result in all cases 
is the same, viz. a sudden onset, acute 
suffering and death. Usually the trouble 
is not discovered until too late for treat- 
ment. Poisoned grain for killing squirrels 
(usually strychnine,) has “been known to 
destroy chickens quite freely. We are also

sium in the form of pellets about the size 
of a pea would kill fowl in about three 
to five minutes after swallowing. - 


And Yet Eggs are Low in Price. 


If we are to believe the experts in the 
Department of Agriculture, bver 13,000,000 
dozen eggs, most ef them laid in the spring, 
spoll in cold storage simply because their 
shells have been cracked slightly between 
the hen and the cold room. Just’a little 
more care in handling eggs on the farm, in 
getting them to the country collector, in 
packing them properly in cases for ship- 
ment, in handling the cases as fragile ship- 
ments, will greatly lessen this enormous 
and important waste of valuable food, 
Hence, exercise unusual care this year to 
prevent them from being even checked. 
Once.an eggshell is eracked, even 60

and spolj its contents. Nature has pro 
vided the egg with a delicate protective, 
gelatinous coating, which as long as it is 
intact tends to keep out air and germs.

Five per cent. of the 2,400,000,000 dozen 
eggs put in cold storage, the specialists 
find, spoil because there were checks, that 
is, eggs so slightly cracked that they -could 
not be detected in quick handling during 
the. spring rush of storing the bulk of eggs.

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Things to Remember: pis 


That a want of animal food, exercise and 
close confinement are all causes leading te 
leg-weakness in growing chicks. . 

That toe picking, or cannfbalism, can often 
be prevented by plenty of exercise, green 
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food, a liberal {not too heavy) allowance of 
animal food and a pinch of salt (not over 
oneéhalf of one per cent.) in the mash food. 

That vegetables are more fattening cooked 
than raw, but the latter is a preferable way 
to feed, as the juices are all, ih a natural con- 
dition; Dut be sure they are pure, fresh and 
crisp. 

That barley meal, two parts; cornmeal, 
one part, and buckwheat flour one part, is 
the French method for fattening fowls in 
crates. 


That it is good practice to set more than 
one hen at a time. as when the eggs are 
tested out, or one hen deserts the nest, the 
remaining one can “handle the business.” 


That the non-sitting breeds lay the white 
shelled eggs; they are also the nervous and 
energetic birds given to flying and scratch- 
ing, which makes them good foragers. 

That it js a pretty good indication of jan 
over-fat condition when hens go on and off 
the nest. 

That a robust healthy bird supports a 
bright, blood red comb; when it grows dark 
and purplish, or shows white spots or scurf, 
depend upon it, the bird is out of condition 
and demands attention. | ' 

That the droppings are a good barometer 
as to physical condition. A healthy bird 
voids slaty colored manure, quite firm and 
tipped with white. 

That frequent and sudden changés in the 
feeding rations militates against ezg-produc- 
tion. If conditions and available feed 
stuffs make a change expedient, do it 
ually, 

That unless eggs go up and Teed goes 
down, some hard thinking will be necessary 
to adjust the debit and credit sides of the 
egg farmer's ledger. 

That rice is lower in protein than either 
of the commonly fed grains and for this 
reason should be obtaiped cheaper than 
wheat, corn or oats and barley. Wheat has 
a percentage of protein of 11.9; oats, 11.2; 
corn, 10.3; rice, 7.4. : 

That the foods should never be 
dumped on the ground for fowls to pick up 
greedily. Scatter among straw, hay or

It states that one cup of raw rice will éx- 
pand in boiling to about four cups of cooked 
rice, and that this amount in combination 
with a dish of meat or with beans or peas 
will make a meal for a family of four. It es- 
timates that one pound of rice is equal to 
three teacupfuls, and that even though rice 
costs 10 cents.a pound the amount men- 
ve recipe should not cost 
4 cents anywhere in the

food: The Filipino Keeps fat upon rice, and 
the Chinese coolie works twelve hours a day 
upon his scanty supply.

Of course it is difficult for the Germans to 
see this now, but they will see it by and by. 
Nor does your Eagle blame them for fighting 
the battles they are fighting so bravely, be- 
cause they think they are right.

It ig difficult for the Eagle or any other in- 
fluence to make these things plain to the 
Germans of today, obsessed as they are by 
their ardent patriotism. Do not misunder- 
stand the Eagle. He is suffering from no il- 
lusions as to the unpopularity of the Kaiser, 
as to any widespread dissatisfaction among 
the people against the ruling 
classes. The Kaiser is the most popular 
man in Germany today, with most of the 
German people. Hindenburg, Golkerhain, 
Mackensen, are military heroes worshipped 
by all true German patriots just as much as 
any people worship their military heroes. 

But militarism is wrong, and imperialism 
has about spent its day upon this old earth 
of ours. Junker Kultur obsesses the German 
mind today because the country is at war 
with powerful enemies. Before the war 
broke out the Germans were lovers of free- 
dom, and many of them left their native land 
to seek homes in America and other parts of 
the world in order to be free from these very 
influences for which they are now fighting. 
The Germans are too intelligent a people to 
continue to be misled by the false hopes and 
false aspirations ralsed in their minds by the 


military leaders. They will! see the light | 


when the passions of war have cooled down, 
and then they will see that America is 
_ fighting the cause of the real German people 


an ae it "y fighting the cause of 
the French people, the British people and 
the Belgian people.

But Carl Schurz and those who re 
yolted in 1848 have many sympathizers and 
followers all through Germany today. They 
wanted to put. an end to imperialism and 
tyranny in their land when they risked their 
lives and fortunes in that unsuccessful war 

Your Eagle sincerely hopes the present 
war will prove a victory for the German 
people themselves, as ardently as he hopes 
for victory for his own country, and quite as 
ardently as he hopes for victory for his coun- 
try’s allies, Your Eagle is an American bird, 
and believes that every government must 
derive its authority from the governed. He 
believes with Lincoln in “government of the 
people, by the people and for the people,” 
and therefore he is against all imperialism, 
has no use for czars, emperors or kaisers, 
and thinks that in this respect there are mil< 
lions of German people who have the same 
sympathies and convictions that the Eagle 
has, and he is sure these aspirations and

In some cases large acre- 
age crops planted in February are now, in 
May, being plowed under owing to the
